The greatest penalty would be the embarrassment that a member would 
fier if he violated the laws which he helped make for his own protection.

caused the constriction of benefits 
which Blue Shield has imposed upon 
our profession. May I suggest that we 
continue to press for fair remunera- 
tion for all surgical benefits; that we 
endeavor to police our own profession 
so that chiseling and abuses will not 
jeopardize our standing, so that the 
large majority of the men who abide 


ethically by the “rules of the game” 
shall not be penalized. 
Dental Hospitals 
Your Trustees and Officers have 


held off inaugurating a licensing Board 
within the jurisdiction of our Society 
because we felt that it would be pos- 
sible to secure the cooperation of the 
Department of Welfare in their set- 
ting qualifications for licensing on a 
higher professional plane. While I 
can report progress, I cannot say that 
anything concrete has been accom- 
plished. However, I believe with con- 
tinued pressure and cooperation, it 
should be possible to achieve substan- 
tial improvement. This cooperation 
with the Department of Welfare, it 
seems to me, should be more effective 
for Dentistry than the establishment 
of an accreditation Board of our own. 


Finance Committee 


After much debate and soul search- 
ing, the Board of Trustees has ap- 
proved placing a part of our capital 
funds in a Mutual Fund. This step, 
in my opinion, should have been done 
years ago, for then our capital would 
have increased with the economy in- 
tead of receding with the government 
bond market. However, better late 
than never. We still have the major- 
ity of our funds in government bonds. 
We should have the potential for in- 
creasing our capital with the growth 
of our nation. After all, normal growth 
of our the years has 


economy over 








been about 3% a year and all we have 
to show for our Bond investment is a 
decrease in actual monies. Here again, 
I have a recommendation later to in- 
vest more of our capital in Mutuals, 
which have a portion of their funds 
in Bonds as a hedge. 


Legislative Committee 


Under Dr. Robert McEldowney 
has, during this legislative year, been 
exceedingly active. As per your in- 
structions, the Committee drew up a 
bill embodying many of the changes 
you desired and I hope it will be my 
privilege to witness the signing of it 
during this meeting. It has already 
passed the House and the Senate as 
House Bill #313. 


The bill will have immeasurable 
benefits, some of which we never an- 
ticipated when the bill was planned. 
I only wish that I could publicly 
give you an example of how benefi- 
cial this bill can be. Plans for a bill 
to prohibit ALL ADVERTISING are 
made; and while this report is being 
written late in April, by the time it 
is read, the bill may be a reality. 
Your Executive Secretary is a won- 
derful lobbyist and has been ably as- 
sisted by our Attorney, Bill Madden, 
and the Chairman of the Legislative 
Committee, Bob McEldowney. 


Committee on Cancer 


It is only right that you be advised 
that this committee is doing a won- 
derful job of educating and presenting 
to Medicine, Dentistry and the public, 
the problem of cancer and the part 
that Dentists play in the detection 
and prevention of cancer. 

Seminars have been presented in 
different parts of the State and more 
are planned.

Committees on Peridontia and Exodontia 

Were formed, and, if given a fair 
and reasonable trial, should prove of 
benefit to our Association’s activities. 
There are specific problems that span 
the activities of several of our stand- 
ing committees and these special com- 
mittees can investigate and promote 
activity in these specialized fields, not 
as they pertain to specialists alone, 
but as these special problems affect 
Dentists who are performing these 
services. 

I took the liberty of appointing men 
to a committee, under Dr. Naysh 
Brennan, to study and recommend on 
REDISTRICTING as suggested at 
our last convention. Their considered 
report will be in your hands, and de- 
serves careful consideration. The men 
were dedicated in their efforts to do 
what would be best for the State Or- 
ganization, and they have my per- 
sonal thanks. 

Another committee I appointed was 
a BLUE CROSS SURVEY Commit- 
tee under the chairmanship of John 
Specker. This committee and your 
central office have compiled statistics 
of other State organizations, and here, 
too, I trust their recommendations 
will receive your complete attention 
and consideration. Another recom- 
mendation will be for us to enunciate 
ate a policy which might not only 





serve as a statement of our own prin- 
ciples, but act as a guide for the 
American Dental Association so that 
they, too, might project a set of 
standards. 


My report to you personally, could 
well be a statement of my activities 
as well as a series of recommendations. 

During the sixteen and one-half 
months I have had the privilege of 
serving as your President, I have vis- 
ited all Districts in the State, many 
of them several times, and found all 
the meetings very rewarding. 

The conference for State Officers 
was held in Harrisburg after a long 
lapse of time. I believe it was pro- 
ductive in the sense that it was edu- 
cational for all attending. It produced 
better liaison between officers at the 
District level and the State officers.

1. To approve the action of the Board 
of Trustees in the retention of a 
Public Relations Counsel on a 
yearly basis. (Here I suggest that 
the financial position of our Soci- 
ety be examined at intervals to 
determine whether we can afford 
the use of more ‘Pros’ in the activi- 
ties of the organization). I firmly 
believe that competent profession- 
als are better able to implement 
and carry forward the ideas and 
aims advanced and adopted by the 
Delegates and Trustees. 

2. I recommend the levying of a five 
dollar ($5.00) assessment for two 
consecutive years for Law Enforce- 
ment only. Further, I suggest that 
a new committee for Law Enforce- 
ment be established. It is entirely 


proper that some of the men sery- 
ing on the State Board for Licen- 
sure be asked to serve on this com- 
mittee. This committee would have 
the 


task of employing counsel,

investigators and other personnel 


in order to secure evidence and 
prosecute violators either inde- 
pendently or in conjunction with 
the Attorney General’s office of the 
State of Pennsylvania. If adopted, 
I suggest that the results be evalu- 
ated at the next two Annual Meet- 
ings and presented to the House 
of Delegates. 


Last year, the House of Delegates 
adopted the suggestion that the 
Association set up an Accreditation 
Committee for Dental Hospitals. 
However, I ask that action on this 
be left to the discretion of the Offi- 
cers and Trustees, inasmuch as ne- 
gotiations are still going on to 
secure higher professional stand- 
ards for licensing by the Depart- 
ment of Welfare. 


Regarding our Capital funds, I sug- 
gest that the Trustees and Finance 
Committee be advised that it is the 
desire of the Delegates that addi- 
tional funds of the Society be 
placed in a Mutual Fund, which 
uses a substantial part of its corpus 
in high grade common stocks. 
These Funds have diversification 
and do have a portion of their 
capital in Government Bonds. 
However, their proportion in Com- 
mon Stocks is a first rate hedge 
against inflation. We have suffered 
a loss in our capital by investing 
all of our funds in Government 
bonds. 


Continue the Committees on Peri- 
dontia and Exodontia for another 
vear with an evaluation as to their 
usefulness at the next Annual 
Meeting. 

Adopt a set of Principles to guide 
our negotiations with Blue Cross 
throughout the State. 


Instruct your Officers to hold a 


“State Officers Conference” at legs 

every two years. 

8. Try to have this House and Dek 
gates express themselves as to thei 
thoughts regarding the Anny) 
Meeting of the House of Delegatg 
I suggest that the House of Dek. 
gates frequently meet in place 
other than Harrisburg.

The repors 
of all committees should be read ear. 
fully so that you may be aware ¢ 
their work, and join with me in say.

I wish that by just saying thank yo 
again and again and again, I cou 
convey the extent of my appreciation 
for everyone’s services. When I realize 





that the foundation for my adminis 
tration is largely due to the continued 
activity of many past Presidents and 
Boards of Trustees, I can only sa 
thank you to all these predecessor 

The General Chairman of this meet- 
ing, Harrison Berry, and his able con- 
mittee, deserve a special vote 
thanks for producing this meeting 
Because it was a repeat for me, I tried 
to have the entire State represented. 
instead of just my own District # 
this meeting. This created additional 
problems which Harrison Berry, bis 
committee, and Ray Cobaugh har 
surmounted. 

To Ray Cobaugh and his staff, eon- 
tinued appreciation for a fine realist 
tion of our problems and for sustainel 
efforts to carry out all the wishes @ 
our organization. 

To our four Legislators in the Houw 
and Senate, the Association is deeply 
indebted; and the recognition we it- 
tend to give them at our Annual Dit 
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ner is long overdue. They have la- 
bored mightily for Dentistry. 


The privilege of leading this organ- 
ization and serving its aims and ideals 
is a great one, and believe me when 
I say that it has been a rare treat and 
an honor for me to serve. I can only 
ask for your indulgence in any mis- 
takes I may have made. You can be 
sure that any errors have not been 
of the heart. 

Finally, I pledge my continued loy- 
alty to the ideals of Dentistry and 
the State Organization, and assure you 
that I will be more than willing and 
happy to give my further services 
towards its great goals, for the welfare 
of Dentists and for better health for 
their patients and their communities.

risburg, May 16, 1959. 


e@ The Reference Committee on the 

President’s Address was composed of 

Drs. Robert W. Gick, Chrmn., C. E. 
Oakley and C. P. Marbarger. 


Tue Reference Committee on the 
President’s Address gave careful con- 
sideration to Dr. Frank’s report, 
particularly with respect to his eight 
thoughtful recommendations 


The committee wants to commend 
Dr. Frank for his progressive and 
invigorating administration during 
the first year of operation under the 
revised Constitution, which marked 
a milestone in the proud history of 
our organization. The activities of 
the Standing Committees, and the 
Special Committees, to which he al- 
luded in his address, reflect his dedi- 
leadership and 


rated capacity for 


accomplishment. 


The Committee concurred with the 


following of Dr. Frank’s recom- 


inendations: 


1. Retention of a Public Rela- 
tions Counsel on a yearly basis. 
The committee feels that profes- 
will further 


sional guidance 


strengthen the fine public rela- 





tions that the Association has 
traditionally enjoyed. 


3. The creation of an Ac- 
creditation Committee for Den- 
tal Hospitals as a matter for the 
discretion of the Officers and 
Trustees. This would permit 
action, if indicated, following the 
present negotiations with the De- 
partment of Welfare for higher 
professional licensing standards, 
without delaying until the suc- 
ceeding meeting of the House of 
Delegates. 


4. Transferring additional 
funds from Government bonds to 
a Mutual Fund. This would be 
an endorsement of the actions of 
the Trustees and Finance Com- 
mittee during the past year, and 
would further protect the As- 
sociation’s financial status in a 
period of continuing inflation. 
By investing in a Mutual Fund 
whose portfolio is primarily in 
Common Stocks, the Association 
would benefit from any apprecia- 
tion in stock values, while main- 
taining a position of security in 
the Government bonds that 
would be retained. 


5. Continuing the Special 
Committees on Periodontia and 
Exodontia to provide the benefit 
of another year’s experience for 
evaluation. These committees 
should report to the Board of 
Trustees prior to the next An- 
nual Meeting. 


The committee concurred with 
Recommendation number 2 as to the 
establishment of a new Law Enforce- 
ment Committee, as a Special Com- 
mittee. The Reference Committee 


did not agree with the recommenda 
tion that a $5.00 assssment be levied 
on the members for two years, and 
recommends that the Trustees gh 
locate necessary funds for the fung 
tioning of the Law Enforcemen 
Committee. The committee wants to 
commend Dr. Frank for bringing the 
problems of the State Dental Coungil 
and Examining Board to the attention 
of the Trustees and Delegates, ang 
feels that this new Special Committee 
should be of material assistance to 
the Board. 


Recommendation number 6, con 
cerning negotiations with Blue Cross, 
was referred to the Reference Com- 
mittee for Special Committees, 


The committee approved Recom- 
mendation number 7, endorsing a 
“State Officers’ Conference,” which it 
understands will be handled by the 
Committee on Standing Committees. 


The committee agreed with Dr. 
Frank’s request, in Recommendation 
number 8, that the Delegates express 
their wishes concerning the place for 
their Annual Meeting. The commit- 
tee recommends, however, that the 
business session should be held im 
Harrisburg, because of the advantages 
inherent in the proximity of the Ex- 
ecutive Office and of the offices of 
Departments of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania. The committee 
suggests that scientific sessions could 
be held in various locations in the 
State at a separate time. 


The committee wants to express 
the gratitude of the entire member- 
ship to Dr. Frank for his many years 
of service to the profession, culminat- 
ing in his devoting 16 fruitful months 
to the time and energy-consuming 
post of President. 
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This Report of the Reference Committee

A series of one-day Cancer 
Seminars is being planned, and it is 
hoped to bring these Seminars within 
the reach of every practicing dentist 
in Pennsylvania. To date, two Semi- 
nars have been held, one in Lancaster, 
and one in Allentown; 410 dentists 
have attended these Seminars.

Civil Defense Committee

Committee on Care of the 
Handicapped Child 


The Committee on the Care of th 
Handicapped Child had a meeting 
with Dr. Linwood G. Grace and 4 
representative of the Pennsylvanis 
Society of Crippled Children an 
Adults. The committee feels that 
there is a need to educate the dentists 
to meet the problem of dental car 
for physically handicapped individ 
uals. With this, the Reference Com 
mittee heartily concurs. 


The Division of Dental Health has 
sponsored a course in “Dental Car 
for the Handicapped Patient” at the 
schools of Dentistry of the University 
of Pennsylvania and the University 
of Pittsburgh for the past three years 
This type of program goes a lom 
way in helping dentists understand 
and undertake the problem of dental 
care for the physically handicapped 
It was felt that there was a need for 
educating the dentist to meet the 
important aspect of the problem d 
the handicapped patient. Because 
of this, the committee feels that the 
state dental society should assume 
part of this responsibility. Ths 
could be carried out by having one 
meeting of each of the component 
societies devoted to the problem a 
the handicapped individual. A 
speaker could be provided from the 
various sections of the state to dit

It is 
further suggested by the Reference 
Committee that its educational aims 
be carried out through the Council 
on Dental Health. 

The Periodontal Committee recom- 
mends that a three point program of 
periodontal education be undertaken. 

1. Increased education of the lay 
publie. 

2. Education of allied professional 
groups. 

3. Dental education of the mem- 
bership of the Pennsylvania 
Dental Association. 

The committee further recom- 
mended that more articles on perio- 
dontal diagnosis and treatment ap- 
pear in the Pennsylvania Dental 
Journal, and also that an investiga- 
tion be made of the possibility of 
presenting short courses on perio- 
dontology to the members.

The Reference Committee wishes to 
commend Dr. Patton for presenting 
such a concise, well-written and in- 
formative report on the activities of 
the Board of Trustees. We of the 
Reference Committee suggest that Dr. 
Patton’s report be published in the 
Pennsylvania Dental Journal so that 
all the members of our association 
can-be more aware of the activities of 
the American Dental Association. 
Dr. Patton recommends that the 
Pennsylvania Delegates to the House 
of Delegates of the American Dental 
Association support a raise in dues 
this year.

The Reference Committee has read 
the Insurance Committee’s report and 
commends it for its scope of activity. 
However, we suggest continued study 
ant a more complete delineation so 
that the delegates may pass on the 
underlying philosophy of the types of 
insurance policies that a state society 

should offer its members. 
1—The question should be ex- 
amined whether a state society 
should offer life insurance poli- 
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cies in addition to the ons 
offered by the American Dentg 
Association and some of th 
component societies. 
2—Health and accident poligiy 
should be carefully reviews 
and the advantages of group 
participation versus individu 
coverage should be presented tp 
the members, with actual rate 
and monies saved and enumer- 
ated. 

3—Office reimbursement _ polities 

should be examined versus jp- 
dividual health and aceider 
policies and comparative rates 
should be presented to show ji 
the tax saving merits our cop 
sideration. 

4—Annuities and policies that obl- 

gate a man to save for his re 
tirement are excellent. Hov- 
ever, a statement of principle 
should be prepared to explain 
whether the function of a state 
dental organization is to fore 
a man to save for his old age, 
whether this is an individuals 
responsibility and should be lef 
to his own initiative. 

In summation, we believe that this 
whole problem might well be a di 
cussion at either a state officers con 
ference or take the portion of 4 
delegates session to resolve thes 
matters. 

The Reference Committee wishe 
to thank the Committee on Insuranee 
for its work in studying a very dift 
cult problem.

FINANCES 


The Association’s financial operations in the fiscal year 1958 were a litte 
more satisfactory than originally anticipated. 
definite plateau and recoveries of unexpended funds were about the same y 
in 1957. Operating Surplus for 1958: The operating surplus for 1958 wy 
$164,082 compared to $188,176 for 1957. This surplus was achieved as follows 
$7,338.04 excess of income over budget estimate; $99,278.64 recoveries of 
unexpended funds; $57,466.00 unappropriated income.

Income for 1958: The income budget 
for 1958 was exceeded by $7,300 com- 
pared to an of $4,800 in 1957. Seven 
income items were over the budget 
estimate while eight were under budget 
estimate. Of the excess income of 
$7,300—$5,300 was derived from non 
recurring capital gain from sale of 
securities. 


Expenses for 1958: Expenses were 
$99,278 under the budget estimate as 
compared to $97,205 for 1957. It is 
interesting to note that recoveries from 
unexpended funds amount to about 4 
per cent of the total budget, and this 
amount is indicative of a very string- 
ent budget program. 

As of February 1, the Reserve Di- 
vision held $945,833 in bonds at cost 
with a market value today of $854,200. 
$924,709 in stocks at cost and $1,913,- 


111 at market. The percentage o 
bonds is 50.6 and stocks 49.4. 


The above summary was given to 
show you that the Association is about 
holding the line. Income from due 
cannot be expected to increase as the 
potential is becoming limited. Higher 
costs of administration, larger mem- 
bership, supplies, Centennial Year, 
expanded activities demand more it- 
come. If we are to progress, we must 
meet the challenge of the future i 
the health field. Our Reserve Div- 
sion should be sufficient to run the 
Association for two years, at present 
this cannot be done. It is hoped that 
the Pennsylvania Delegates will sup 
port a raise in dues this year. 


The following is a brief report of the 
Committees (A. B, C, D) of the 
Board: 
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COMMITTEE A 


Mr. William A. Logan has been 
appointed Director of Bureau of Pub- 
lie Information, replacing Mr. Herbert 
D. Bain who resigned. 

Puerto Rico Dental Association has 
received a new charter from the 
A.D.A. 


Director of Advertising & Exhibits: Mr. 
John Hollister in the ten months of 
operation has shown remarkable prog- 
ress. This new division of operations 
should be most beneficial to our publi- 
cations and exhibits. 


Bureau of Dental Health Education: 
National Children’s Dental Health 
Week was a greater success than ever 
before. This event is becoming more 
popular every year as shown by the 
inereased demands for materials, such 
as pamphlets, radio scripts, TV spot 
announcements, etc. There were 4,200 
requests for this material this year. 
302,000 posters, 200 sets of twenty 
seconds TV spot announcements, 80 
sets of radio transcriptions, 430 copies 
of a four and one-half minute film 
“Billy Meets Tommy Tooth.” In 
addition, 1,304 twenty-four sheet out- 
door billboard posters were distrib- 
uted. This was the first year for the 
latter and were donated by the Out- 
door Advertising Company. Due 
largely to the efforts of Mr. Cobaugh, 
315 of these were used in Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Bureau of Economic Research & Statis- 
ties: This Bureau is rendering valuable 
services to the Association in the con- 
duet of surveys and general statistical 
work. The Survey on Dental Opinion 
results will be published in the June 
ADA Journal. The Survey of the 
Laboratory Industry will be published 
in the May issue of the Journal. Den- 
tal Fee Surveys: the Bureau assisted 








several constituent societies in con- 
ducting fee surveys; 25 favored a na- 
tional fee survey, 14 favored current 
program of state sponsored surveys. 
I believe Pennsylvania was one of 
the latter. ILMW-PMA Program 
Analysis: The results were published 
in the Journal starting last August and 
presented valuable information that 
will be useful for other anticipated 
programs. The Bureau published and 
distributed about 10,000 booklets on 
“Distribution of Dentists in the U. S. 
by State, Region, District and County” 
—‘Facts About States for Dentist 
Seeking Location.” Plans are under 
way for 1959 Survey of Dental Prac- 
tice. About 35,000 questionnaires will 
be mailed during April. It is hoped 
that those who receive this request 
will answer it. 


Bureau of Public Information: Co- 
operated with Bureau of Dental 
Health Education in promoting Na- 
tional Children’s Dental Health Week. 
Most of the work of this Bureau will 
be devoted to the Centennial Program. 


Attention is called to an organiza- 
tion called Association of Physicians 
and Surgeons. This group has no 
affiliation with the AMA as their ad- 
vertisements imply. They are against 
“the addition of any substance to 
public water supplies for the purpose 
of affecting the bodies or bodily or 
mental functions of the consumer.” 
Naturally they are fighting fluorida- 
tion. 


Editor: For the first time the Journal 
has passed the 100,000 circulation 
mark. Constant attention is given to 
improving this publication. The May 
issue will carry five summaries of re- 
search studies reported in 1958. It is 
interesting to note that in two surveys, 
one by the Association and the other 
by an impartial agency, the Journal 





has greater readabiiity and reader 
interest than any commercial spon- 
sored publications. The ediici and 
staff deserve our thanks for continued 
efforts to improve the Journal. 
History of the American Dental Associ- 
ation: This book will be a most inter- 
esting story of our Association. It 
will be ready for distribution in time 
for the Centennial Meeting. This 


should be a welcome addition to every 
dentist's library. 


Scientific Session Council: The attend- 
ance at Dallas was approximately the 
same as the previous year in Miami. 
2,500 viewed the TV Clinics; there 
were 47 entries in the scientific ex- 
hibits. In 1959, the scientific and com- 
mercial exhibits will occupy the third 
and fourth floors of the New York 
Coliseum. Emphasis will be placed 
on panels, forums and round-table dis- 
cussions. Topies include high speed 
instruments, occlusion, oral cancer, 
diagnosis of difficult cases, emergencies 
in the dental office, treatment of dental 
pulp, forums on periodontics, partial 
and complete dentures, pedondontics 
and endodonties. 

Closed cireuit TV (black and 
white) on Tuesday, September 15, 
from New York College of Dentistry 
Wednesday, September 16, color TV 
from Walter Reed Army Medical 
Center. Clinical lectures, formerly 
called projected clinics, will be pre- 
sented each morning and afternoon. 
Table clinics in the mornings only. 

An innovation this year will be a 
student clinie program. One student 
from each of the 47 schools will pre- 
sent a clinic. The three best clinicians, 
chosen by a panel of judges, will re- 
ceive awards. This program has been 
made available by a grant from the 
Dentists’ Supply Company of $10,000.

Council on Dental Health. This Cow- 
cil has given a very comprehensive 
report on the problem of a Dental 
Care Program for Dependents of Uni- 
formed Personnel. They suggest a 
meeting with the AMA and the AHA 
for an interchange of ideas on fed- 
erally financed medical and dental 
programs. In the meantime our Coun- 
cil has adopted a “watch and wait” 
attitude. 

A National Dental Health Confer. 
ence will be held in the Association 
headquarters in April. It is hoped 
that a representative from Pennsyl- 
vania will attend. 

There will be four papers published 
in the March issue of the Journal a 
the Council’s Survey of Dental Prae- 
tice. 

Council on Federal Dental Services: 
You will recall that the Air Foree 
established dental clinics on four base 
for the use of the families of uniformed 
personnel. These were manned by 
civilian dentists on a salary basis. 


The House of Delegates took exception 


to this procedure and directed the 
proper authorities to endeavor to 
eliminate this practice. To date, ne 
new clinics have been established. 
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Continued efforts will be made to 
climinate those in operation. 


A survey on Senior Dental Students 
show there will be enough volunteers 
to cover the demands for Dental Offi- 
cers for 1959. 


Efforts are being made to have a 
Dental Officer appointed to the staff 
of the Assistant Secretary of Defense 
(Health and Welfare and Medicine). 

There will be a conference on Mili- 
tarv Dentistry at West Point (U. S. 
Military Academy) on September 11, 
1959, in connection with the Cen- 
tennial Meeting. Dr. Thomas P. Fox 
greatly assisted in the organization of 
this meeting which will be attended 
by many foreign dental officers. 


This Council will continue to obtain 
cooperation of the military in assign- 
ment of space to the ADA for attend- 
ance by members of the profession 
at future Civilian Defense Training 
Courses. 


Council on International Relations: 
This Council will be most active dur- 
ing the meeting of the FDI, which 
precedes the ADA meeting. A large 
number of foreign visitors are expected. 


The Council proposes to publish a 
booklet on the ADA, its organization 
and activities, for distribution abroad. 


The People to People Committee for 
Medicine and the Health Professions 
has initiated a program designed to 
send a floating medical center around 
the world. The U.S.S. Consolation will 
be equipped for virtually all phases 
of medical and dental teaching. The 
program will be privately financed; 
the ADA has been asked to contribute 
$5,000 as its share. A number of den- 
tists will be included on the staff. The 
ship will stop at many ports; staff will 
give lectures and demonstrations to 
the health professions. 


Council on Legislation: \Vj|| submit 
separate bills to 86th Congress to cor- 
rect inadequacies in Army and Air 
Foree dental service. 

Continue working on the Keogh- 
Simpson Bill. Opposition expected 
from Treasury and Senate. Every 
dentist is urged to write to his con- 
gressman for support of this bill. 
Senator Clark of Pennsylvania favors 
this measure. 

Council will continue to oppose the 
Forand Bill and work for Dental Offi- 
cer incentive pay. 

Representatives of Council appeared 
before Congress seeking passage of 
legislation for $2,000,000 for NIDR 
Program. 

Draft Bill extended to 1963 accord- 
ing to provisions of policy statement 
adopted in 1958 by House of Dele- 
gates. 

Senator Murray of Montana pre- 
sented a resolution to Congress com- 
mending the Association for its 100 
years of service to the public. 

Council is still working with the 
FTC on investigation of dentrifice ad- 
vertising claims. 

Will publish a monthly bulletin on 
federal and state legislative matters to 
all state society secretaries and chair- 
men of legislative and prosthetic serv- 
ice committees. This should prove 
most useful. 


First 
vear enrollment in dental schools in- 
creased slightly this year. There are 
3,607 freshmen compared with 3,600 
in 1957 and with 3,561 in 1956. There 
were 6.496 applicants for 1958 com- 
pared with 7.286 in 1957 and 7,376 
in 1956. This decrease in number of 
applicants has not affected the quality 
of students. It does show that po- 
tential students are more interested in 
other lines of endeavor. We of the 
profession should take every oppor-

tunity to interest young men to follow 
dentistry. 

W. W. Kellogg Foundation has pro- 
vided funds for national achievement 
testing program for dental hygienists. 

Council is developing a program for 
evaluating of approved programs of 
internships and residencies every four 
or five years. They approved 299 
internships and residency programs in 
211 hospitals, offering more than 600 
positions annually. At present there 
are 41 hospitals conducting 52 ap- 
proved internships or residency pro- 
grams for which graduates of foreign 
dental schools are considered for ad- 
mission. 


Dental Specialties: By a directive of 
the House of Delegates, the Council 
was directed to make a re-evaluation 
of all specialties as to definition of a 
specialist, role of examining boards, 
areas of practice, criteria used in desig- 
nation of special areas and the role 
of the Council on Dental Education, 
the other agencies of the Association 
that should consider this problem of 
specialization. A further report will 
be made at a later date. 


Council on Dental Trade and Labora- 
tory Relations: The Council recom- 
mends that all action on the accredi- 
tation of laboratories be deferred until 
the outcome of the present legal action 
has been settled. 

The Council has had excellent co- 
operation with the NADL in making 
a survey of the Laboratory Industry. 

In 1958 a Symposium on Programs 
Affecting Relations between the Den- 
tal Profession and the Dental Labora- 
tory Group was held. These papers 
will be published in the Journal. 


Program for Dental Society Attorneys: 
A meeting of this group would prove 
beneficial for attorneys to become 
acquainted with the objectives, poli- 


cies and programs of the Association, 
This will permit a possibility for dis. 
cussion with their colleagues (legal) 
the problems encountered in the repre. 
sentation of dental societies and in the 
enactment and enforcement of dental 
laws. 


Independent Dental Laboratory Assoc. 
ation: This is an organization which 
is sponsoring the Public Denturists 
This group is trying to get legislation 
to permit direct services to the public 
for prosthetic work. Illinois and 
Georgia legislatures have defeated 
such requests. There is evidence that 
similar attempts will be made in all 
sections of the country. There is no 
connection of this group with the 
NADL who has condemned such 
actions. 


Council on Hospital Dental Services: 
Will co-sponsor with the American 
Hospital Association the Third Insti- 
tute on Hospital Dentistry, in San 
Francisco, May 18-20, 1959. 

123 new dental departments have 
been established in hospitals this past 
year. 


Advanced Institutes on Hospital Den 
tistry: Plans for a basic institute to be 
held in Atlanta in 1960 and an ad- 
vanced institute in Chicago later in 
the year. The latter would present 
at length and in detail, a particular 
phase of hospital dental service in re- 
lation to the hospital and to the prin- 
ciple of total health service for the 
patient. 


Council on National Board of Dental 
Examiners: Examinations in 1958 
totaled 5,939. State Boards of Iowa, 
Kansas and Kentucky have accepted 
the National Boards and their accept- 
ance was based on the program of the 
Pennsylvania State Dental Council 
and Examining Board instituted in 
1958.

Council on Dental Research: There is 
a continued increase in dental re- 
search. As of 1 November 1958, there 
were 338 U. S. Public Health Service 
research grants amounting to $2,631,- 
977 to 96 institutions in 32 states, 5 
in territories of the U. S., or in coun- 
tries other than the U. S. Budget for 
1959 is $6,047,000. Last year Con- 
gress appropriated $3,700,000 for the 
construction of a dental research 
building to house the NIDR; ground 
was broken in April of this year. 


Review of Dental Research: This will 
be published in the Journal in the 
near future and will cover the work 
of last year (1958). 


Radiation Hygiene: Booklet has been 
published to assure the public that 
the use of the dental x-ray machine 
is safe and is recommended. 

Council on Dental Therapeutics: [np 
1960 the Council plans to meet with 
representatives of the International 
Association for Dental Research and 
the American Association of Dental 
Schools to establish better guide lines 
or principles for evaluating drugs. 

Accepted Dental Remedies: This pub- 
lication has been constantly improved 
and is a valuable asset to all dental 
offices. 1959 is the 25th anniversary 
of this book. 


Seience Fairs: The Council through a 
grant from the Oral B Company, re- 
ceived funds for publishing a booklet, 
“Dental Projects for High School 
Seience Students.” 21,000 copies will 
be distributed to high school science 
teachers and science fair coordinators. 
This project is of vital importance in 
interesting students in dentistry and 
will be continued as a regular program 
of the Association. It is hoped that 
our members will take an interest in 
these science fairs. 


Dentrifiee Advertising: The publicity 
given Congressional hearings on the 
irresponsible advertising by dentrifice 
firms has resulted in some of these 
firms deleting the exaggerated claims 
formerly made. The Council will fol- 
low this closely and further reports 
will be made. 


Council on Insurance: Group Life In- 
surance Program; the contingency re- 
serve fund has now reached $296,997. 
The Council will consider some recom- 
mendations for the use of this fund. 

Group Accident and Health Program: 
Expansion in monthly benefits as of 
January 1, to five or six hundred 
dollars. 

Insurance Protection for the Dentist 
(pamphlet): This has been published 
and distributed by contributions from 
M. A. Gesner, Inc., and the Great 
West Assurance Company. It is worth 
reading.

Dental Profession Potentialities 
And Advancements 
ROY T. DUROCHER, D.D.S.* 


Foreword by the Editor 


It appears from recent enrollment 
figures that some dental schools have, 
at least temporarily, reached a peak 
in the number of applicants seeking 
entrance. A few schools started last 
Fall with a shortage in their freshman 


classes. Several reasons have been 
suggested for the reduced number 
seeking entrance into our dental 


schools. One suggestion is that the 
high school graduate and many stu- 
dents already enrolled in colleges do 
not have sufficient knowledge of the 
profession. The author of this article 
spoke to the Biology Society, Holy 
Cross University, February 1958, and 
encouraged members to consider 
dentistry as their life’s work. 


There recently appeared in the na- 
tionwide Sunday publication “Parade”’ 
an article entitled “Look at What 
Dentists Can Do for You Now.” It 
dealt with what were described as 
advances, that is technical advances, 
in dentistry. Well, now, what would 
be included under “advances” would 
depend on just what periods in the 
history of dentistry one were compar- 
ing. Actually, most examples cited 
were those of improvements already 
in existence during my dental school 
days, from 1946 to 1950, if not before. 
I think the point, though, is that we 
have been applying more and more 
what has already been known. Fur- 
thermore, since the processes of sci- 
ence are slow in their constant state 
of flux, it is within these technical 
advancements that most of our tech- 
nical potentialities lie. Therefore, I 
shall treat certain points as advance- 
ments and potentialities at one and

the same time, since perhaps in all 
cases, progress is in need of improve. 
ment. 

There are the new cutting devices— 
the airbrasive, the ultrasonic, the tu- 
bine—and other instruments (high 
speed pulleys, ete.) with their more 
efficient cutting points—as the tung. 
sten carbide burs and the diamond 
stones. These adjuncts can contrib- 
ute to the alleviation of either pain, 
or noise, or vibration, or anxiety, or 
all. Then there are the elastic im- 
pression materials which can produce 
finer detail; the local anesthetics, 
which have been employed for years, 
but the most recent of which are dis- 
tinctively improved in their onset and 
potency of anesthesia; the more life- 
like denture plastics; the greater pre- 
scribing of the new drugs, and the 
old, in the prevention and treatment 
of infection, and in the alleviation of 
pain and anxicty. Among other arma- 
mentaria are the fluorides which are 
responsible for the most significant 
publie health measure in the history 
of dentistry. With the universal ap- 
plication of these agents, we will 
better be able to concentrate on addi- 
tional aspects of preventive dentistry, 
as well as other problems, such as 
temperomandibular joint  disturb- 
ances, bite abnormalities, jaw bone 
physiology and pathology, cleft pal- 
ates, and oral medicine. 

Dramatic possibilities exist in the 
fie!ds of implant denture construction, 
transplantation of wisdom tooth buds, 
jaw bone banks, and cinefluorography, 
this last being perhaps the most re- 
cent innovation. It is an exciting 
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method of fluoroseoping and record- 
ing jaw movements, bone develop- 
ment, and oral muscles in motion. 

As a result of the greatest appro- 
priation in history for health measures 
provided by the last Congress, den- 
tistry can now accelerate its progress 
in research, both in the basie and clin- 
ieal sciences. With the use of the 
electron microscope, radioactive sub- 
stances, and other physical and chem- 
ical findings, our vanguards of scien- 
tifie investigation — the National 
Institute for Dental Research, the 
National Bureau of Standards, the 
dental schools, and our allies in in- 
dustry—there is no limit to our tech- 
nical potentialities. 

Then there are the behind-the- 
scenes phases which in this day and 
age are important to a profession. It 
is here that I feel dentistry is particu- 
larly lacking. Heading the list is 
education of the public, followed by 
practice management and the hospital- 
type of postgraduate study (intern- 
ship-hospital education directors) and 
something which is right now breath- 
ing down the backs of our necks— 
prepaid dental insurance. 

But I should now like to discuss 
the advancements and _ potentialities 
of dentistry as a profession. When 
one considers that the first dental 
school in the world was chartered only 
in 1840, it is not difficult to appreciate 
the strides that dentistry has made as 
a profession. One of the most con- 
vineing pieces of evidence as proof of 
this is the position which dentistry 
enjoys alongside other professions, 
especially the general field of medi- 
cine. For instance, today in nearly 
all cancer symposiums, cleft palate 
teams, town health councils, hospital 
staffs, and industrial clinics, dentists 
are included. 


Now there is a reason for this, and 


it is a natural one. The dentist is a 
medical specialist! He is dealing with 
the health of his fellowman. The art 
and the science which he practices in 
this particular aspect of health pres- 
ervation are of such a high degree 
that for over a century they have 
enjoyed an autonomous position. Yet, 
as specialized as his work is, the 
dentist must have an understanding 
of physiological and _ pathological 
processes elsewhere in the human 
body, because of the cause-and-effect 
role the mouth and the tissues located 
therein play in relation to the whole 
body. 


The day of “The dentist the me- 
chanic,” “the tinkerer,” is over! To 
quote Lester W. Burket, Doctor of 
Dental Surgery, Doctor of Medicine, 
and Doctor of Science, of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, “Full or partial 
denture prosthesis (define) or the 
restoration of a tooth is no more a 
mechanical operation than an appen- 
dectomy or the nailing of a fractured 
femur. All necessitate an understand- 
ing of the anatomic structures and the 
physiologic functions of the affected 
parts, and require a high degree of 
technical skill for their treatment.” 
(end quote). 


I doubt that you have ever paused 
to analyze the comparison of princi- 
ples in the treatment of infected ton- 
sils, or an acute appendix, or a 
diseased gall bladder (and so on) and 
a decayed tooth. In each case you 
are dealing with vital tissue which has 
become infected. The pathology has 
to be eliminated. In the case of an 
infected appendix, surgery is accom- 
plished by the use of a scalpel; in the 
case of a decayed tooth, surgery—yvyes, 
surgery—is performed by the use of 
a bur (to remove the decay) or of 
forceps (to remove the entire tooth). 
If you excise only part of a tooth, 





nature will never fill in with healing 
tissue; the dentist has to go one step 
further — he has to fill in the void 
(which, by the way, is no more me- 
chanical than filling in a skull plate), 
and restore the contour of that tooth 
to fulfill certain biological require- 
ments to the health of the oral cavity. 


Now these principles are identical! 
Why is it that we have not thought 
of them as such? Well, first of all, 
it is due to the phenomenal prevalence 
of dental ills. For example, 96% of 
the population experiences dental 
caries, or decay! As a result, the 
public, and I am afraid many dentists 
also, have accepted this on the whole 
as a matter of fact. The common- 
place is so little appreciated. 


Then, too, in the general field of 
medicine, there is so very often the 
possible ultimate of death. This ele- 
ment is not entirely absent in the 
practice of dentistry, but in compari- 
son to medicine, it is so infrequently 
encountered that emotionally it places 
the latter profession higher than the 
former in the esteem of the public,

But we must not confuse our sense 
of values in regard to esteem. We 
should not compare the esteem of one 
profession with another, but rather 
we should evaluate the worth of , 
profession, which is certainly meas. 
ured by its individuals, by what it js 
accomplishing in relation to what jt 
is supposed to accomplish. And her 
I think you will discover our greatest 
potentiality, and it depends heavily 
upon the fact that it lies within the 
potentialities of the individuals in the 
profession, or those about to enter it. 
So if you are considering dentistry as 
a choice for your life’s work, and you 
do choose it, remember, it will not be 
the fact that you are not saving as 
many lives as you would were youa 
physician that will be important, but 
rather what will count in the eyes of 
the public, your fellow dentists, and 
your God is whether you will be doing 
what you are supposed to be doing to 
the best of your ability, and this in- 
cludes your obligations to the public, 
to your fellow dentists as individuals, 
and to the profession as such.

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Anesthesia for Specific Dental 


Operations in a Mental Hospital

The selection of an anesthetic agent for dental operations in a mental 
hospital poses several important problems. When the patients are mentally 
retarded and possess a variety of other congenital defects additional problems 
confront the operator. 

Because mongoloid, epileptic and cardiac patients in mental hospitals ar 
cither uncooperative or require extensive operative procedures or are considered 
a poor risk for local anesthesia, this report is limited to the use of general 
snesthesia for a group of selected patients. Because of its wide margin of 
safety ethyl ether was selected as the anesthetic of choice for specific dental 
operations. 

Since there are many problems inherent in a large mental hospital, Pennhurst 
State School is composed of two divisions, male and female, necessitating a 
dental department for each division. Therefore, this report deals with opera- 
tions performed only on female patients. Between January 10, 1956, and 
June 5, 1958, there were 256 patients who received general anesthesia for 
dental operations. All of these females were mentally retarded. Their ages 
ranged from 11 years to 61, with an average of 24 years.

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On the day before surgery complete 
laboratory studies were performed. 
These included blood counts, coagu- 
lation and bleeding time, sedimenta- 
tion rate, and urinalysis. Also, all 
medication stopped (Dilantin, 
tranquilizers, and barbiturates). On 
the night before operation patients 
received physical examination and no 
food after midnight. One-half hour 
before surgery each patient received 
morphine sulfate, 1/6 to 1/4 grain, 
depending upon weight of patient or 
Demerol, 50 to 100 mg.; also, 1/150 
grain atropine sulfate (to dry secre- 
tions), and 0.56 Gm. streptomycin 
combined with 300,000 units penicil- 
lin, given by injection as many of 
these patients cannot swallow tablets. 
There were no adverse effects from 
any of these agents. The antibiotic 
therapy was continued for two days 
after operation in order to prevent 
postoperative infection which may re- 
sult from patient’s digital interference 
with the wound. 


was 


Patients were hospitalized on the 
day previous to surgery and kept 
there for three to seven days after 
operation as a precautionary measure 
and to permit healing of the oper- 
ated area. 


In each instance a surgical 
permit was mailed to the parent or 
guardian with reason for intended use 
of general anesthesia. Operations were 
performed only after such permission 
was granted. 


Permit. 


Technic. Because of the high inci- 
dence of cardiac patients and the at- 
tendant risk, Vinethene was used for 
induction and ether, for maintenance, 
both agents administered by drip and 
by a physician. The usual duration of 
anesthesia was 45 to 60 minutes. 


Throat packs, tongue clamps and 





aspirators were used routinely, and an 
airway, if necessary. Sterile technic 
was the rule throughout the whole 
procedure. 


Recovery. Since the patients were 
kept in a light plane of anesthesia 
many of them had a feeling of nausea 
before leaving the operating room. 
Shortly thereafter, they were returned 
to their room in the hospital, attended 
by the nurse of the ward. A liquid 
diet was maintained for three days, 
during which time patients receive 
eggnogs, fruit juices, soup, and multi- 
vitamins. 


RESULTS. Because of the care ex- 
ercised in the selection and adminis- 
tration of the anesthetic agents, and 
the care before, during and after op- 
eration all of the 256 patients survived 
and with no morbidity. Emergency 
oxygen administration was found nec- 
essary in one mongoloid patient. 


CONCLUSION. Vinethene and ethy! 
ether are safe anesthetic agents for 
use in mentally retarded patients in 
a state school despite the fact that the 
many congenital abnormalities asso- 
ciated with mental retardation render 
them a poor risk. Proper selection of 
anesthetic agents, coupled with care- 
ful administration, can minimize the

Dr. Herbert Coope, 
Receives 1959 Award 


Frankly, I had to arrive at th 
conclusion that the person selected 
receive the Pennsylvania Dental As 
sociation’s Annual Pennsylvaniy 
Award for 1959 is so well known t 
the public, and so popular within th 
Dental profession itself, that you 
would immediately recognize him 
from the moment I began to ennumer- 
ate his qualifications, his affiliations 
and other reasons why he was seleeted 
to receive our Award. 


This Award, incidentally, is the 
highest commendation our Assoeia- 
tion bestows on a member of our Pro- 
fession. Selection of the person to 
receive the Pennsylvania Award is 
not a matter taken lightly by the 
Committee of five Past Presidents of 
the Association who designate the 
recipient. 


From a membership of 5,500 of the 
finest persons on earth—the Dentist 
—the Committee selects one person. 
That requires long study of recom- 
mendations, some soul-searching, and 
some down-to-earth consideration 0 
multitudes of facts and credential 
It is not an easy task. 

However, the problem was solved 
by our Committee, and without a dis 
senting vote, this one person Was 
unanimously selected. 


Now ... I am going to reverse 
the accepted procedure of building up 
this particular person by listing all 
his qualifications and then disclosing 
his name. I am going right to the 
heart of this subject, and then tell 
you why he has been selected to Te 
ceive the Dental Association’s Pent 
sylvania Award. 
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For his treatment and research in 
the field of dental-oral-facial deform- 
ities and speech defects, mostly 
among children, Dr. Herbert Kurtz 
Cooper, of Lancaster, shall receive the 
Pennsylvania Dental Association’s 
highest commendation —the annual 
PENNSYLVANIA AWARD. 

He is the man of the year in Penn- 
sylvania Dentistry 

Although he will hold this coveted 
plaque bearing the inscription that 
honors him “for outstanding con- 
tributions to his profession,” Doctor 
Cooper still admits to a “continual 
softness for the unfortunate children 
who come to him with defects of the 
one part of the body everybody sees, 
when he sees nothing else.” 

We have had the opportunity of a 
brief conversation with Dr. Cooper 
in the last few hours, and we've 
learned more about him than we could 
(iseover in the reams of printed ma- 
terial he has written and in what was 
written about him. 

He told us that more than 9,000 
persons have passed through the Lan- 
easter Cleft Palate Clinic, of which 
he is the founder and director, since 
1949. 

“Tt is a singular fact,” said Doctor 
Cooper, “that a person who has a 
facial and jaw deformity either with 
or without a speech defect, is often 
not given the same aid as the handi- 
capped with bone or muscle deformity 
though, according to the standards 
now established, he is just as greatly 
in need of treatment. 

“We should not only prepare one 
child to walk up to ask for a job, 
but, must also care for the other 
who can walk to a prospective job, 
but cannot ask for it,’ he claimed. 
“He is equally worthy of our help,” 
he said. 





Doctor Cooper said it is the purpose 
of his hospital to attempt a complete 
rehabilitation of the patient with 
oral-dental-facial deformity. 

An average of 12 to 15 children, 
some of pre-school age, are patients 
at the Lancaster Clinic. The Clinic, 
however, not bar the older 
patient when, after studies, relief or 
correction can be provided. 

In this respect, Doctor Cooper, 
with a collegue, developed a mechani- 
cal device, or voice, particularly use- 
ful, he said, to a person whose speech 
is lost after surgery on the larynx 
for cancer. 

“Although the voeal cords have 
been removed,” Doetor Cooper said, 
“there remain the auxiliary organs of 
speech—the lips, the tongue, the teeth 
and the palate. If these organs can 
be utilized, it is possible to make some 
restoration of speech.” 

The methods of utilization, said 
Doctor Cooper, consists of incorporat- 
ing an electric amplifying device—a 
tiny radio emitter—in a dental ap- 
pliance and the denture held in the 
“roof” of the mouth, then connected 
to a battery in the person’s pocket. 
The switch is secured under the arm 
of the person. 

The device, however, is not always 
quite practical, at this time, for small 
or growing children. 

Doctor Herbert Kurtz Cooper, is 
a native of Brownstown, in Lancaster 
County. He holds degrees from 
Franklin and Marshall and from the 
University of Pennsylvania, from 
which he graduated in 1919. He is 
also a graduate of the Dewey School 
of Orthodontics, in 1925. 

A professor, Cleft Palate Therapy, 
University of Pennsylvania, he is also 
a lecturer at Jefferson Medical Col- 
lege. He is the Founder of the Lan- 
caster Cleft Palate Clinic.

The dentist is trained to recognize 
oral defects and diseases and should 
be able to explain to the patient the 
necessity of restoring the tissues to a 
health condition.

The Birth of Normal Babies 


By Lyon P. Strean, Ph.D., D.D.S. 
190 pages and index. $3.95. Twayne 
Publishers, Inc., New York, N. Y. 


Ninety per cent of all pregnancies 
result in the birth of normal babies. 
The author, a research scientist, de- 
voted many years of study to discover 
the reasons why ten per cent end in 
failure—in stillbirths, in miscarriages 
and in birth defects in the newborn 
child. 

A careful and scientifie study of 
sixty case histories shows that trau- 
matic, physiologic and severe emo- 
tional stress in the first trimester of 
pregnancy are the causative factors 
in the development of congenital 
abnormalities. 

Several of the case histories record 
stress resulting from dental surgery 
performed during the first three 
months of pregnancy. Abnormalities 
inelude cleft palate and harelip. The 
author believes that the extraction of 
teeth and all surgical operations, if 
possible, should be delayed until after 
the end of the third month. 


In the Ten Commandments of 
Genisis, the author summarizes his 
recommendations for the prevention 
of congenital defects in the newborn. 
The dental practitioner may help re- 
duce the number of birth defects if 
he knows the Commandments that 
apply in his treatment of the expect- 
ant mother. 





History of Dental Laboratories and 
Their Contributions to Dentistry 


By Robert J. Rothstein. 1958. Price

This is a story of the evolution and 
the development of the dental labora- 
tory as we know it today, told by 
one of the men who for the past fifty 
years has been a part of, and has 
helped in this development.

Oral Diagnosis and Treatment Planning in Dentistry: Dr. Lewis Fox, of South 
Norwalk, Connecticut, will present a postgraduate course in “Oral Diagnosis 
and Treatment Planning in Dentistry” on October 21, 22, and 23, 1959. The 
course is sponsored by the University of Pittsburgh and by the Postgraduate 
Committee of the Odontological Society. 

The sessions will be held in the Schools of the Health Professions Building, 
3550 Terrace Street (opposite the main entrance of Pitt Stadium). 

According to Dr. Fox, the theme of the course will be “The dynamics of 
organizing the detail of etiologic and diagnostic criteria and following it to 
and through various phases of dental therapy.” Patient handling and the 
art and science of the development of good personal work habits will be 
stressed. The indications and contra-indications for performing various 
restorative procedures will be thoroughly evaluated. Particular emphasis will 
be placed on the diagnosis and treatment of periodontal diseases, disorders 
of the occlusion, restorative procedures, and minor tooth movement. A happy 
patient, survival of the natural dentition, and simplicity rather than com- 
plexity of endeavor—these objectives will motivate the discussion during 
the entire course. 

On the first day the following subjects will be covered: 

1. An appraisal of dentistry and its problems. 
2. An appraisal of the total patient. 
3. The dentist and his work habits. 
4. Examination in dentistry (lecture and demonstration). 
5. Diagnosis in dentistry. 
6. Explaining to the patient. (Consultation and patient education.) 
During the second day the following will be covered: 
1. The emergency in dentistry. 
2. Pain and apprehension control in dentistry. 
3. Prognosis in dentistry. (When to save—when to extract teeth.) 
The diagnosis and treatment of periodontal disease. 
Diagnosis and treatment of problems of the occlusion.

Departments Sign Agreement 


A new era of cooperation between 
the State Health and Public Instrue- 
tion Departments was revealed today 
by Dr. Charles L. Wilbar, Jr., Secre- 
tary of Health, and Dr. Charles H. 
Boehm, Superintendent of Public In- 
struction. 


The two department heads an- 
nounced the signing of an interdepart- 
mental agreement in which the areas 
of responsibility of the two Depart- 
ments in the matter of new public 
school construction is spelled out for 
the first time. 


Under terms of the agreement, the 
Health Department is responsible for 
the review and acceptance of plans 
lor construction, alteration or re- 
modeling of food, water and sewage 
(lisposal facilities in public schools 
prior to the final approval of these 


projects by the Public Instruction 
Department. The Health Depart- 
ment also must approve sites selected 
for all new schools. 


Site approvals will be based on 
reports as to the accessibility of a site 
to a safe and adequate water supply, 
the adaptability of the site for liquid 
waste disposal, the distance of the 
land from hazards such as excessive 
traffic, streams and other unprotected 
waterways and the remoteness of the 
proposed site from industrial plants 
which may present odor or air pollu- 
tion problems. 


“School building project petitions 
submitted to the Department of 
Public Instruction shall include the 
approval of the site by the Depart- 
ment of Health,” the agreement 
states.
